2. The present invention relates to a device (claim 1 ) and a method (claim 1 3) for 
recording real-time data and auxiliary data related to the real-time data on a recording 
medium. According to claims 1 and 13, physical addresses are allocated to logical 
addresses, wherein a logically contiguous range of blocks is allocated to at least a 
part of the real-time data. Physical addresses assigned to auxiliary data blocks are 
excluded from allocation to logical addresses and are near a physical address range 
corresponding to the contiguous range of blocks allocated to the part of the real-time 
data. 

With that, auxiliary data can be recorded without changing the real-time data stream 
and without affecting the real-time property when reproducing the real-time data with 
or without the auxiliary data. 

Document D1 discloses a secret area for recording information related to information 
stored in a user area, wherein the secret area is defined only by physical addresses. 
D1 also discloses that a plurality of secret areas may be defined, but is silent about 
the position of the secret areas within the user area, i.e. there is no restriction 
suggested with regard to the physical addresses of the secret area. 

Document D2 discloses to arrange continuos data and data related to the continuos 
data in near physical positions on a recording medium for improving the reading 
speed of said data. However, D2 does not disclose not to allocate logical addresses 
to the blocks of related data. 
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Thus, the subject-matter of claims 1 and 13 appears to involve an inventive step in 
the sense of Article 33(3) PCT. 

The same statement also applies to the corresponding reading device according to 
claim 1 1 . 

3. Claims 2-1 0, 1 2 and 1 4 are dependent on claims 1,11 and 1 3 and as such also meet 
the requirements of the PCT with respect to novelty and inventive step. 
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
